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FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 
OF 

ST.  LUKE’S  HOSPITAL. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30,  1907. 

The  chief  event  of  the  year  was  the  benediction  and  for- 
mal opening  of  the  Margaret  J.  Plant  Pavilion,  which  took 
place  on  St.  Luke’s  Day,  October  eighteenth. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
inability  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  because  of  a prior  en- 
gagement, to  remain  beyond  the  preliminary  service  in  the 
Chapel,  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Nebraska  said 
the  Office  of  Benediction  in  the  new  building  after  those 
who  had  assembled  in  the  Chapel  went  in  procession  to  the 
Plant  Pavilion.  The  formal  reception  of  the  building  by 
the  Board  of  Managers  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  followed 
the  Service  of  Benediction. 

The  opening  of  the  Plant  Pavilion  for  the  reception  of 
patients  occurred  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1906,  and 
from  that  time  the  number  of  private  patients  coming  to 
be  treated,  and  the  satisfactory  results  of  their  treatment, 
have  more  than  justified  the  benevolence  and  wisdom  of 
the  donor  of  this  Pavilion  in  providing  it  for  the  comfort 
of  those  able  to  pay  for  its  advantages,  and  as  a source 
of  revenue  for  the  charitable  work  of  the  Hospital. 

In  appreciation  of  the  munificent  gift  of  this  building 
the  members  of  the  Board  requested  of  the  donor  permission 
to  have  her  portrait  painted.  The  permission  being  granted, 
the  portrait  was  executed  and  now  hangs  in  the  main 
reception  room  of  the  Pavilion. 

The  Report  now  made  shows  the  largest  work  done  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital  as  measured  by  the  number  of 
patients  and  the  activity  of  the  service;  but  the  enlarged 


work  caused  the  expenses  of  the  year  to  be  greater  than 
the  income  and,  to  supply  the  deficit,  required  the  use  of 
gifts  applicable  to  the  purpose. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired,  however,  that  the  income  itself 
should  meet  the  existing  annual  expenses,  and  besides  this 
there  should  be  supplied  means  to  meet  the  urgent  demand 
for  the  opening  of  two  remaining  wards,  one  for  the  Medical 
and  one  for  the  Surgical  Service,  which  have  not  been  opened 
thus  far  because  of  insufficient  revenue. 

Beyond  the  amount  required  for  the  full  operation  of  the 
six  pavilions  now  in  use,  there  will  be  required  means  for 
the  building  of  four  other  pavilions  which  the  original  plan 
of  the  whole  Hospital  called  for,  as  shown  on  the  ground 
plan  printed  in  this  Report.  Of  the  future  pavilions,  one  will 
have  to  be  an  additional  home  for  nurses,  and  another  a com- 
bined building  for  a dispensary  and  the  housing  of  servants. 
The  work  of  the  dispensary  has  already  outgrown  the 
capacity  of  the  portion  of  the  Norrie  Pavilion  set  aside  for 
that  purpose.  These  future  buildings  are  desirable,  but 
the  pressing  need  is  an  endowment  sufficient  to  operate  to 
their  full  capacity  those  already  erected.

Changes  in  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 

On  November  26th,  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Lambert  was  appointed 
Attending  Physician  to  the  Hospital,  and  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Perkins  was  made  Assistant  in  the  Aural  Clinic  of  the 
Dispensary. 

On  December  31st,  Dr.  Charles  F.  Collins  was  appointed 
Pediatric  Attending  Physician,  Dr.  Everett  W.  Gould 
Assistant  Pediatric  Attending  Physician,  and  Dr.  Frank 
S.  Meara,  Assistant  Attending  Physician  to  the  Hospital. 

On  September  30th,  Dr.  Henry  Christie  Williamson  was 
appointed  Assistant  in  the  Gynecological  Division  of  the 
Dispensary. 


Deaths  during  the  Year. 

The  Hospital  has  sustained  severe  losses  both  on  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  the  Surgical  Staff. 

On  October  20th,  Mr.  George  A.  Crocker,  a devoted 
member  of  the  Board  since  October  18th,  1875,  and  for 
years  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  departed 
this  life. 

On  March  15th,  Mr.  John  Noble  Stearns,  a manager 
since  1884,  and  for  many  years  a member  of  the  Auditing 
Committee,  died. 
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Copies  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  upon 
the  death  of  Mr.  Crocker  and  Mr.  Stearns  are  appended 
to  this  report. 

Dr.  George  G.  Wheelock,  Attending  Physician  from 
January,  1878,  to  1889,  Consulting  Physician  from  the  latter 
date  to  the  day  of  his  death  and  for  many  years  Vice-President 
of  the  Medical  Board,  died  March  226,  1907.  Although 
Dr.  Wheelock  had  not  been  in  the  active  practice  of  medicine 
for  a long  period  prior  to  his  death,  his  interest  in  the 
Hospital  continued  to  a degree  quite  as  great  as  when  he 
was  in  the  active  professional  work  of  the  Hospital.  His 
knowledge  of  affairs  connected  with  charitable  institu- 
tions, his  sound  judgment,  his  sterling  character  and  manly 
qualities  made  his  counsel  frequently  sought  and  highly 
prized  in  the  affairs  of  this  institution. 

A keen  and  irreparable  loss  in  the  active  work  of  the 
Hospital  has  been  sustained  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Francis 
H.  Markoe,  which  occurred  September  13th,  1907.  He 
was  appointed  Attending  Surgeon  December  27th,  1889, 
and  was  unremitting  in  punctilious  fulfilment  of  his  con- 
ception of  duty,  which  was  of  the  highest  order.  As  a 
brilliant  operator  endowed  with  conservative  judgment 
he  was  an  ideal  surgeon,  while  his  high  character  and 
direct  manner  made  him  deeply  respected,  and  his  kindness 
and  sympathy  endeared  him  to  his  associates  in  hospital 
work  and  also  to  his  patients.  We  have  placed  on  our 
minutes  our  very  deep  sense  of  bereavement  in  the  deaths 
of  Dr.  Wheelock  and  Dr.  Markoe.

“The  death  of  Mr.  George  A.  Crocker,  first  Vice-President 
of  the  corporation,  having  occurred  October  20th,  1906, 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  at  their 
stated  meeting  held  October  29th,  1906, 

“RESOLVED,  that  the  following  be  placed  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting  and  a copy  of  same,  properly  en- 
grossed, be  sent  to  the  family  of  Mr.  Crocker: 

“ Mr.  George  A.  Crocker  was  elected  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  October  18th, 
1875,  a member  of  its  Executive  Committee  October  30th, 
1893,  and  one  of  its  Vice-Presidents  October  28th,  1902, 
and  continued  to  hold  all  of  these  offices  until  his  death, 
October  20th,  1906. 

“Mr.  Crocker,  in  every  relation  he  held  to  the  Hospital, 
was  most  earnest  and  assiduous  in  promoting  its  interests. 
He  was  constant  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  even  after 
the  condition  of  his  health  involved  much  effort  and  pos- 
sible risk  to  him  in  doing  so,  while  his  good  judgment, 
combined  with  his  impartial  attitude  towards  all  questions 
brought  under  his  consideration,  made  him  a most  valuable 
and  helpful  adviser. 

“In  addition  to  the  respect  won  from  his  associates  by 
his  constant  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  offices  he  held, 
Mr.  Crocker’s  singularly  cheerful  and  amiable  manner,  added 
to  the  example  of  his  Christian  life,  made  him  to  be  greatly 
loved  and  honored  by  all  his  friends,  and  by  none  more  than 
those  he  had  among  his  associates  in  this  Board.”

Two  wards  stand  vacant  because  there  is 
not  money  to  open  them. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-four  patients  were 
refused  admission  last  year  because  of 
insufficient  revenue. 

Eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($18,000.00)  will 
support  a ward  for  one  year,  giving  9,125 
days  of  hospital  treatment.

The  only  change  of  moment — and  one  that  is  most  wel- 
come to  the  nurses — was  the  removal  of  private  patients 
from  the  home,  thus  giving  the  nurses  the  freedom  of  the 
building  for  their  hours  of  rest  and  recreation. 

Throughout  the  year  the  health  of  the  nurses  has  been 
exceptionally  good.  Illness  among  the  pupils  has  been  less 
than  ever  before,  due  in  large  part,  no  doubt,  to  the  absence 
of  the  atmosphere  of  sickness  in  the  home. 

The  demand  for  our  graduates  to  become  superintendents 
of  hospitals,  or  superintendents  of  training  schools,  and 
for  private  work  is  far  greater  than  we  can  supply. 

During  the  year  two  of  our  graduates  have  gone  to  Manila 
to  engage  in  missionary  work  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Church,  five  have  settled  in  Paris,  France,  and  are  unceas- 
ingly active  in  their  ministrations  to  the  sick,  and  one  is 
working  under  the  auspices  of  Trinity  Lodge,  Paris. 

On  the  evening  of  April  2 2d  the  graduating  exercises  were 
held  in  the  Chapel,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lubeck  delivering  the 
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address,  an(J  the  diplomas  being  presented  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hospital. 

We  acknowledge  with  profound  thanks  the  gift  of  $1000 
from  Mr.  Charles  S.  Bartow  towards  the  endowment  of 
the  private  room  for  graduate  nurses  who  may  be  ill.  Our 
thanks  are  also  due  to  the  physicians  and  surgeons  for  their 
lectures  to  the  Training  School  during  the  winter,  and  to 
Dr.  Hollis  and  Dr.  Gould  for  their  care  of  pupils  when  ill.

METHOD  USED  IN  COMPUTING  THE  PER  CAPITA  PER  DIEM 
COST  OF  PRIVATE  PATIENTS,  DISPENSARY  PATIENTS, 
AND  WARD  PATIENTS. 

Charged  to  Private  Patients. 

All  food  supplies  issued  to  the  Private  Patients’  Pavilion  by  the  Steward. 

All  ice  delivered  to  Private  Patients’  Pavilion  and  a proportion  of  the 
expense  of  maintenance  of  refrigerating  plant. 

The  medical  and  surgical  supplies  and  surgical  apparatus  and  instru- 
ments issued  to  the  Pavilion. 

The  heating  and  lighting  of  Pavilion  estimated  on  basis  of  its  cubic 
contents. 

Gas — -All  that  is  consumed  in  the  Pavilion  as  shown  by  a separate 
meter. 

Laundry — Proportion  estimated  at  25%  of  total  cost  of  operating 
laundry. 

All  general  household  supplies,  such  as  kitchen  implements,  dry  goods, 
bedding,  silverware,  soap,  cleaning,  etc.,  cost  of  total  amount  issued. 

Repairs — All  repairs  made  by  house  carpenter,  house  painter,  engineer, 
or  special  contract  for  repairs  are  charged  directly  to  the  Pavilion  at 
cost. 

Stationery,  Printing,  etc. — According  to  amount  issued  from  general 
stock  and  the  cost  of  special  material  purchased  for  sole  use  in  the 
Pavilion. 

Salaries,  of  all  persons  employed  exclusively  in  the  Pavilion  and  a 
proportion  of  salaries  of  persons  who  give  a portion  of  their  time  to  the 
management  or  work  of  this  Pavilion,  such  as  the  Superintendent,  the 
Directress  of  Nurses,  the  Cashier,  the  Apothecary,  the  Steward,  and 
engineers  and  firemen;  such  proportion  is  determined  by  the  ratio  of 
days  of  treatment  in  the  Pavilion  to  the  total  number  of  hospital  days 
of  treatment. 

Food  supplies  of  all  persons  employed  in  the  Private  Patients’  Pavilion 
but  who  take  their  meals  elsewhere  in  the  Hospital,  at  the  per  capita 
per  diem  cost  of  food  supplies  for  the  year. 

N.B. — The  cost  of  operating  the  Private  Patients’  Pavilion  is  readily 
computed  in  this  institution,  because  it  is  an  entirely  separate  depart- 
ment, with  its  own  operating  room,  kitchen  and  storage  rooms  for  food 
supplies. 

Charged  to  Dispensary  Patients. 

Salaries  and  wages  of  all  persons  employed  in  this  Department. 

Supplies — All  that  are  purchased  for  the  sole  use  of  this  Department. 
All  supplies  issued  to  this  Department  through  the  Housekeeper,  Apothe- 
cary, and  Steward. 
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Laundry — Proportion  estimated  at  $250. 

Heating  and  Lighting — Proportion  estimated  on  the  basis  of  cubic 
contents  of  the  Dispensary. 

Charged  to  Ward  Patients. 

All  operating  expenses  not  included  in  the  cost  of  caring  for  private 
patients  or  dispensary  patients. 

The  reasons  for  the  increased  daily  average  cost  per 
patient  this  year  become  quite  obvious  upon  examining  the 
foregoing  statistics.  The  chief  cause  is  in  the  large  amount 
of  repair  work  done  to  the  buildings,  especially  in  the  laying 
of  several  new  floors  and  the  making  of  extensive  repairs 
to  the  roofs. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  maintenance  of  real  estate  and 
building  cost  $20,755.18  this  year,  as  against  $6,190.42 
last  year.  This  item  alone  represents  about  9 per  cent,  of 
the  total  operating  expense  of  the  Hospital. 

The  expense  of  fuel  also  is  greater,  not  merely  because  the 
price  of  coal  is  increased,  but  the  quality  has  decreased  even 
more  rapidly  than  the  price  has  increased.  Whereas  in 
former  years  what  is  known  as  Buckwheat  Coal  No.  2 was 
of  sufficiently  good  quality  to  serve  our  needs  during  the 
year,  it  is  now  necessary  to  use  Buckwheat  No.  1 for 
six  months  of  the  year  at  considerably  larger  cost  per  ton 
and  with  little,  if  any,  additional  heating  power. 

Other  causes  of  a larger  per  capita  cost  are  due  to  higher 
wages  to  employees  and  the  constantly  increasing  price  of 
nearly  every  article  purchased  for  the  treatment  and  care 
of  patients  and  the  maintenance  of  the  institution. 

The  Isabella  Heimath,  the  New  York  Convalescent  Home, 
St.  Andrew’s  Convalescent  Home,  and  the  Sea  Cliff  and 
Sea  Breeze  Homes  have  this  year,  as  in  years  gone  by,  re- 
ceived our  convalescent  patients,  for  which  I beg  to  make 
grateful  acknowledgment.

The  usual  order  of  services  has  been  continued : 

Holy  Communion,  in  the  Chapel,  on  the  first  Sunday 
in  each  month  at  10.30  a.m.;  on  the  third  Sunday  in  each 
month  at  8.00  a.m.;  and  on  the  greater  festivals  at  8.00  a.m. 
In  the  wards : every  Sunday  in  two  wards  in  regular  rotation, 
save  during  the  summer  vacation  season,  when  there  is  but 
one  ward  Communion  service.  By  this  means  each  ward 
is  given  a celebration  of  Holy  Communion  once  a month. 
Other  services : In  the  Chapel,  on  Sundays,  morning 

prayer  with  sermon  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  evening  prayer  with 
address  at  4.00  p.m.;  daily  evening  prayer  through  the 
week  at  6.00  p.m.;  in  the  wards,  a short  form  of  family 
prayer  is  said  daily  in  each  ward  between  the  hours  of 
8.30  a.m.  and  9.00  a.m. 

A service  of  Praise  and  Thanksgiving  for  mercies  shown 
during  the  past  year  was  held  on  the  Sunday  after  St. 
Luke’s  Day,  and  a large  number  of  grateful  patients  filled 
the  Chapel. 

The  choir  of  Holy  Trinity  Church  continued  its  kindly 
rendering  of  carols  in  the  wards  during  Christmastide  and 
Eastertide. 

A marked  increase  is  shown  this  year  in  the  number  of 
those  who  have  taken  advantage  of  the  spiritual  privileges  of 
the  Hospital.  With  almost  the  same  number  of  ward 
services,  one-third  more  of  the  patients  present  desired 
to  receive  Holy  Communion,  and  nearly  twice  as  many 
private  patients  accepted  the  same  privilege. 

The  regular  bedside  ministrations  of  the  Assistant  Pastor 
have  been  continued  throughout  the  year. 

In  regard  to  matters  relating  to  the  general  welfare  of  the 
patients,  the  output  of  the  Library  is  worthy  of  attention.

This  distribution  has  meant  much  to  the  patients  during 
their  convalescence.  It  has  been  found  wise  to  retire  a 
number  of  books  from  circulation  as  many,  being  but 
paper-covered  when  donated,  had  become  so  ragged  that 
further  repair  was  impossible.  The  need  of  books  is  great, 
especially  for  modern  fiction  and  for  scientific  works,  but 
any  and  all  books  of  good  character  are  eagerly  welcomed. 
The  new  cataloguing  system  is  almost  complete  and  has 
proved  entirely  successful. 

The  kindergarten  has  done  much  to  cheer  the  inmates 
of  the  children’s  wards,  and  the  visits  of  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital  to  these  wards  have  always  been  most  welcome 
to  the  little  ones.

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PATHOLOGIST’S  REPORT 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1907,  there  have  been  performed 
fifty-three  autopsies.  The  chief  anatomical  findings  may  be  classified 
as  follows :

ARTICLE  III.  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION.

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ST.  LUKE’S  HOSPITAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL 
FOR  NURSES,  NEW  YORK. 


St.  Luke’s  Hospital  of  New  York  is  prepared  to  give  a three 
years’  course  of  training  to  women  desirous  of  becoming  pro- 
fessional nurses.  Application  must  be  made  either  in  person 
or  through  the  printed  “form  of  application,”  to  the  Directress 
of  Nurses. 

The  following  information  is  furnished  to  candidates  for 
admission  to  the  Training  School. 

Candidates  must  be  from  twenty-two  to  thirty-three  years 
of  age  and  hold  a High  School  diploma,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 
They  must  be  in  sound  physical  condition,  and  must  send, 
with  their  application,  a certificate  from  a physician  testifying 
to  this  fact,  also  a letter  of  recommendation  from  a clergyman, 
and  the  names  and  addresses  of  two  persons,  not  relatives, 
to  whom  the  Hospital  may  refer. 

A limited  number  only  can  be  received.  The  rejection  there- 
fore, of  a candidate  is  no  reflection  on  the  individual’s  character, 
neither  does  it  prove  her  to  be  disqualified  for  admission  to 
other  Training  Schools.  The  reasons  for  rejection  are  not  given 
either  to  applicants  for  admission  or  probationers  on  duty , neither 
are  letters  addressed,  personally,  to  the  authorities  of  the  Hos- 
pital returned. 

Accepted  candidates  are  nominated  in  order  on  a “waiting 
list,”  and  will  be  called  for  duty  as  the  needs  of  the  Hospital 
require.  When  called  they  are  expected  to  report  promptly, 
and  to  bring  with  them  the  means  of  returning  to  their  homes, 
should  they  not  successfully  pass  their  probationary  term. 

Candidates,  whose  names  are  on  the  emergency  list,  must 
be  ready  to  respond  to  a call  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
notification. 

Any  change  of  plan,  or  of  address,  on  the  part  of  a candi- 
date, whose  name  is  on  the  waiting  list,  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Directress  of  Nurses. 

Probationers  are  boarded,  lodged,  and  have  their  laundry 
work  done  in  the  Hospital. 

Each  probationer,  who  passes  through  a probationary  term 
not  exceeding  six  months  (this  period  being  included  in  the 
three  years’  course),  will  be  admitted  to  the  school,  and  will 
then  be  required  to  sign  a written  agreement  to  remain  in  the 
School  for  three  years,  and  to  conform  to  its  rules  and  the  rules 
of  the  Hospital. 


The  qualifications  of  probationers  for  the  work,  and ^ the 
propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them  at  the  end  of  their 
probationary  term,  are  determined  by  the  Directress  of  Nurses. 
She  can  also,  with  the  approval  of  the  Training  School  Com- 
mittee, dismiss  any  nurse  at  any  time  for  misconduct  or 
inefficiency. 

Nurses  after  they  are  admitted  to  the  School  are  required  to 
wear  the  Training  School  uniform  while  on  duty.  In  addition 
to  board,  lodging  and  laundry,  each  nurse  is  furnished  with  her 
uniform  and  text  books.  It  is  considered  that  the  education 
given  during  the  course  is  a full  equivalent  for  services  rendered. 

The  uniforms  and  text  books  belong  to  the  School,  and  must 
be  returned  in  case  a pupil  leaves  or  is  dismissed  during  her 
course  of  instruction. 

Hours  of  duty  are  from  7 a.m.  to  7 p.m.  for  day  staff;  7 p.m. 
to  7 a.m.  for  night  staff.  Leisure  hours;  Two  hours  daily,  one 
afternoon  each  week  from  12:30  p.m.;  Sunday,  half  the  day. 
These  hours  are  subject,  however,  to  the  requirements  of  the 
work.  Nurses  may  be  called  upon  for  day  or  night  duty,  or  for 
care  of  private  patients  in  the  Hospital,  as  may  be  necessary. 

Three  weeks  vacation  is  allowed  each  year.  Pupils  will  not 
be  allowed  during  their  course  of  instruction  to  nurse  sick  rela- 
tives at  home,  or  absent  themselves  for  other  personal  reasons. 
Absences  are  not  allowed  except  for  extreme  cause.  If  for  any 
reason  any  nurse  is  called  away  for  any  period  exceeding  four 
weeks,  she  loses  her  class  position  in  the  School,  but  may  enter 
the  following  class,  unless  such  absence  exceeds  four  months, 
when  she  will,  ipso  facto , cease  to  be  a member  of  the  School. 
If  re-admittied,  she  must  begin  her  course  anew;  provided 
however,  that  this  rule  may  be  modified  by  the  Training  School 
Committee  at  its  discretion.  If  pupils  are  sick  they  are  cared 
for  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

Instruction  is  given  mainly  by  the  Directress  of  Nurses 
and  by  the  head  nurses  of  the  wards.  Lectures  by  physicians 
and  surgeons,  and  recitations,  take  place  at  stated  periods. 
Examinations  by  a Committee  of  the  Medical  Board,  chiefly 
upon  practical  points,  are  held  at  stated  intervals. 

Opportunity  is  given  for  training  in  obstetrical  nursing. 

When  the  full  term  of  three  years  is  completed,  and  the  pupils 
are  regarded  as  thoroughly  qualified,  they  receive,  if  their 
conduct  and  examinations  have  been  satisfactory,  diplomas 
certifying  to  that  fact,  after  which  they  are  at  liberty  to  chooee 
their  own  field  of  labor.  The  religious  services  of  the  Hospital 
are  those  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  pupils 
of  the  School  are  expected  to  attend  these  services  regularly. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  Hospital  to  terminate  the  con- 
nection of  any  pupil  with  the  School  for  reasons  which  the 
Hospital  may  deem  sufficient.

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 


DISEASES  TREATED. 

All  kinds  of  acute,  curable  and  non-contagious  diseases 
treated  in  the  wards.  Sufferers  with  chronic  and  incurable 
complaints  received  and  retained  at  discretion,  but  not  per- 
manently provided  for.  None  are  received  as  patients  who, 
from  the  nature  of  their  ailment,  would  occasion  discomfort 
to  their  neighbors.  The  following  are  inadmissible : Sufferers 
from  contagious  diseases,  cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offen- 
sive nature,  epilepsy,  opium  habit,  delirium-tremens,  in- 
sanity, and  venereal  disease. 

MODE  OF  APPLYING. 

Applications  received  in  person  daily  (except  Sunday) 
from  io  a.m.  to  5 p.m.  Cases  of  sudden  injury,  requiring 
immediate  care,  received  at  any  hour,  and,  if  need  be,  with- 
out charge. 

Applicants  from  the  city , too  sick  to  apply  in  person,  will 
be  examined  by  a physician  at  their  residences. 

Applications  from  out  of  the  city  should  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Superintendent.  Such  communication  should  enclose 
a written  certificate  from  a regular  physician  as  to  appli- 
cant’s disease,  present  condition,  and  symptoms.  It  should 
state  whether  bed  in  general  ward  or  private  room  is  desired. 
If  latter,  at  what  price. 

Applicants  from  out  of  the  city  requiring  medical  treat- 
ment not  ordinarily  received. 

Applicants  requiring  surgical  operations  not  obtainable  at 
home  admitted  from  any  part  of  the  country. 
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RATES  OF  BOARD. 


GENERAL  WARDS. 

Board  of  patients  in  general  wards  per  week  is  $10.50  for 
adults  and  $6  for  children  (under  12  years  of  age),  payable 
each  four  weeks  in  advance.  Unexpended  portion  of  above 
refunded  at  same  rate  on  patient’s  discharge. 

Applicants  applying  for  free  treatment  in  whole  or  in 
part  must  be  suitably  certified  as  unable  to  pay  Hospital 
rates,  and  as  worthy  objects  of  charity. 

PRIVATE  ROOMS. 

The  charitable  work  of  the  Hospital  is  done  in  the  general 
wards.  The  income  from  board  and  nursing  of  private 
patients  is  applied  toward  making  up  deficiency  of  revenue 
of  the  institution,  to  support  increasing  charity  work  of 
general  wards. 


PRICES  OF  PRIVATE  ROOMS. 

Single  rooms  from  $3.50  to  $12  per  day,  which  does  not 
include  Attending  Physicians’  or  Surgeons’  fees. 

Hospital  charges  in  private  rooms  invariably  must  be 
paid  each  two  weeks  in  advance,  and  unexpended  balance 
will  be  refunded  at  same  rate  on  patient’s  discharge. 

The  Superintendent  is  authorized  to  make  special  terms 
for  patients  in  private  rooms  requiring  extra  nursing,  and  re- 
quiring expensive  medical  and  surgical  supplies  for  their 
treatment. 

House  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  all  times  within  call,  at 
discretion  of  nurse. 

Diet  regulated  by  physicians’  orders,  and  meals  served 
at  regular  hours. 

AS  TO  FEES. 

No  Officer,  Nurse  or  Servant  is  allowed  to  receive  any 
fee  or  gift  from  a patient. 
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PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES  OF  PHYSICIANS  AND  SURGEONS. 


The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  give  their  professional  ser- 
vices without  salary  to  the  Hospital,  under  the  following 
terms  and  conditions: 

1 . They  will  not  receive  professional  fees  under  any  circum- 
stances from  any  patient  occupying  a bed  in  the  wards  of  the 
Hospital;  neither  will  they  expect  or  receive  such  fee  from 
any  patient  occupying  a private  room,  provided  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Hospital  authorities,  ability  does  not  exist  on 
the  part  of  such  patient  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  attend- 
ing Physician  or  Surgeon,  besides  paying  first  the  Hospital 
charges  for  board  and  nursing. 

2 . The  Attending  and  Consulting  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
are  expected  to  make  definite  private  arrangements  as  to 
their  professional  fees  with  those  patients  whom  they  recom- 
mend to  the  Hospital  authorities  for  their  private  treatment, 
before  such  patients  are  sent  to  the  Hospital. 

3.  The  Hospital  authorities  protect  their  own  staff  from  a 
misuse  of  their  charitable  services,  by  recommending  any  ap- 
plicant who  applies  directly  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  a 
private  room  to  any  member  of  the  Attending  or  Consulting 
Staff,  whom  they  may  select,  that  the  above  arrangements 
may  be  made. 

4.  The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  treat  patients  in  endowed 
private  rooms  under  the  same  rules  as  apply  to  patients  in 
other  private  rooms,  giving  their  services  without  fee,  only 
to  those  who  are  unable  to  pay  it,  besides  paying  the  Hospital 
rate  for  board  and  nursing. 
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RULES  FOR  PATIENTS. 


All  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  will  be  required  to 
conform  to  the  rules  of  the  house.  Patients  receiving  charity- 
are  expected  to  show  a readiness  to  oblige  one  another  and 
to  assist  in  such  becoming  services  in  the  wards  as  their 
health  enables  them  to  perform,  remembering  that  they 
have  voluntarily  come  into  a household  of  which  the  great 
law  is  that  of  mutual  kindness  and  brotherly  love. 

1.  Profane  or  indecent  language,  irreverent  behavior  at 
the  services  of  religion,  the  expression  of  immoral  or  infidel 
sentiments  and  the  like,  are  offences  for  which  a patient  will 
forfeit  his  place  in  the  Hospital.  There  must  be  perfect 
silence  in  the  wards  during  the  religious  services,  and  during 
the  doctor’s  regular  professional  rounds.  Loud  talking, 
reading,  or  calling  across  the  ward  are  not  allowed  at  any 
time. 

2.  Patients  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  wards  to  which 
they  respectively  belong,  except  for  the  corridors  attached  to 
their  wards,  and  the  Chapel,  without  permission.  When 
desiring  to  go  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Hospital,  patients 
must  obtain  a pass  and  leave  it  at  the  office.  Monday  is 
the  regular  “pass  day.”  Passes  are  not  granted  on  other 
days  except  for  special  causes,  when  they  must  be  indorsed 
“approved”  by  the  Superintendent. 

3.  All  wines,  spirituous  liquors,  medicines,  fruits,  food  or 
delicacies  of  any  kind,  except  those  prescribed  and  furnished 
by  the  Hospital,  or  furnished  by  express  permission  of  the 
Hospital  authorities,  are  strictly  prohibited.  Any  patient 
receiving  such  articles  irregularly  through  his  friends  will 
make  himself  liable  to  discharge.  Only  such  books,  pam- 
phlets, newspapers,  and  packages  are  allowed  in  the  wards  as 
are  approved  by  the  Superintendent.  Orders  for  daily  papers 
are  received  and  executed  through  the  Office.  Newsboys  or 
other  vendors  are  not  allowed  in  the  buildings. 

4.  No  patient  may  purchase,  or  procure  any  members  of 
the  household  to  purchase  for  him,  any  articles  whatsoever 
without  leave  to  that  effect. 

5 Patients  are  expressly  forbidden  to  spit  anywhere  ex- 


cept  in  their  spittoons,  nor  shall  they  use  chewing  tobacco 
without  the  permission  of  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

6.  Patients  must  not  open  or  shut  any  window  or  register 
of  a ward  at  their  own  option. 

7.  The  hour  for  patients  in  wards  to  retire  to  their  beds  is 
9 P.M. 

8.  The  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  property 
belonging  to  patients ; but  there  is  a safe  in  the  Office  where 
money  and  valuables  may  be  deposited,  for  which  articles, 
when  so  deposited,  a receipt  will  be  given. 

9.  When  a patient  desires  the  visit  of  a clergyman  not  in 
the  house,  he  must  signify  the  same  to  the  Pastor  who  may, 
at  his  discretion,  invite  the  clergyman,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  he  will  confine  his  visit  to  the  person  desiring  to  see 
him. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITORS. 


1.  Visitors  desirous  of  seeing  the  institution  will  be  ad- 
mitted daily  (Sunday  excepted),  between  9 a.m.  and  12  m. 
and  between  1 and  5 p.m. 

2.  The  friends  of  patients  are  admitted  to  the  general 
wards  from  2 to  3.30  p.m.,  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  and  on 
Sundays  from  4.45  to  5.30  p.m. 

3.  Women  visitors,  unless  near  relatives,  are  not  admitted 
into  the  Men’s  Wards,  nor  men  visitors  into  the  Women’s 
Wards. 

4.  All  visitors  are  respectfully  requested  to  leave  when 
the  chimes  are  rung  at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

5.  The  cards  of  visitors  to  the  private  patients  will  be 
taken  to  their  rooms,  under  restrictions  imposed  by  the 
Attending  Doctor,  daily  from  10  a.m.  to  1 p.m.;  from  3 to  5 
and  from  7 to  8 p.m.  Such  visitors  will  be  expected  to  leave 
the  rooms  of  their  sick  friends  during  the  doctor’s  visit.  They 
are  to  leave  before  the  doors  of  the  Hospital  are  closed  at 
9 P.M. 

6.  The  friends  of  patients  are  cordially  invited  to  the 
Chapel  Services  on  Sunday  at  4 p.m. 

7.  In  cases  of  extreme  sickness  special  passes  will  be 
granted  to  the  immediate  relatives  of  the  sick  patient. 

8.  No  fruit,  liquors,  or  delicacies  of  any  kind  whatsoever 
may  be  taken  by  the  friends  of  patients  into  the  wards  or 
private  rooms.  All  such  articles  must  be  left  at  the  Office, 
and,  if  approved  by  the  doctors  in  charge  of  the  patients  for 
whom  the  articles  are  intended,  will  be  delivered.
